New storm rolls into Northwest; high winds buffet Rockies 


Wind whistled to nearly 90 mph Tuesday in parts of the 
northern and central Rockies while the latest storm from the 
Pacific pushed snowlnd rain into the Northwest. 

Strong southerly to westerly wind developed along the 
foothills of Montana, Wyoming and Colorado, blowing gen- 
erally at speeds of 20 to 50 mph. 

A wind gust to 86 mph was recorded amid the higher 
peaks of Colorado’s Summit County, west of Denver, while 
gusts reaching 40 and 50 mph were reported along Interstate 
80 in southeastern Wyoming. 

The newest slorm front the Pacific pushed across the 
coasts of Oregon and Washington during the day. 

Wind blowing ahead of the storm boosted the temperature 
to a record 59 degree? at Portland, Ore. Cupc Blanco," Ore., 
was whipped by winds gusting to 81 mph. 


Light to moderate rain spread across much of Washington, 
Oregon. Idaho, northern Californio and northern Utah, with 
some strong thunderstorms. in the area of northern Califor- 
nia's coastal city of Eureka. Brookings, Ore., collected 1.77 
inches of rain in 24 hours. 

Flash. flood watches were issued for sections of western' 
Oregon and western Washington. 

This ’winter's West Coast storms had already given Red 
Bluff. Calif., 20.86 inches of rain in Junuary, making it the 
city's wettest month on record. Red Bluff s normal precipita- 
tion for an entire year is 20.49 inches. 

Snow fell at elevations abqvc 8,000 feet, and wet sttow 
also fell in lower sections of southern Idaho. t 

Dense fogulcvclopcd in northern California's inland val- 
leys, with ncaNzcro visibility in some places. 

Elsewhere, gusty wind and light snow were scattered 
across sections of the Great Lakes and northern New Eng- 
land. Gusts were reported up to 40 mph. 


Fire destroys landmark Tremonton hotel

TREMONTON, Utah (AP) — . A 
fire destroyed a historic hotel buitd- 
” itig and damaged at least four other 
businesses along Trcmonton's Main 
Street Tuesday. 

Other businesses hod extensive 
smoke and water damage. 

' More than 50 firefighters from 
Tremonton and three neighboring 
•northern Utah towns battled thc.firc, 
which witnesses reported shooting 
flames 30 -feet in the air. It was 
brought under control about noon 
Tuesday. 

*ifs taken out three quarters of a 
block," said Pat Moore, o'Box Elder 
County sheriffs dispatcher. 

Firefighters hod doused a fire that 
startednear a heater in the basement 
of the Midland Hotel building about 
2 o.m. Then it flared up again just 
before 8 a.n^, Moore said. 

Moore said the fire destroyed the 
hotel and the abandoned Western 
Trails restaurant below. It destroyed 


Feldman’s printing shop on the west 
side and damaged Hcpjf’s Shoe & 
Sport shop. ' t • — * 

Mag Burnell, 61, was -the- only 
one in the building when the fire 
started, and he called the fire de- 
partment arid left the building “with 
the shirt on my back.” he said: ... 

No injuries were reported. 

Moore* said the fire jumped op al- 
ley anil burned or did smoke dam- / 
age to The Hair Line styling salon 
and Buttons and Bolls fabric store. 

Investigators began looking into . 
the cause and'the extent of the dam- 
age in the afternoon. 

Lyle Holmgren, an officer of 
Holmgren Building and Trust, 
which owns the burned building,’ 
watched as the hotel his grandfather 
built in 1914 burned. 

His grandfather operated the hotel 
until- his death in 1956, when Holm- 
gren’s father and uncle took it over.

"It would be speculation* to guess 
that it was related to Micron - I'm 
surcjivfcryone wants to believe 
that," said Munn, adding that police 
don’t know if it wa,s a drivc-by • 
shooting. "Wc have no idea where 
this rtjund was fired from.” 

AH police had after the shootiajre 
was a bullel hole in a thick windtyw-'' 
beside the building’s front-glass, 
door, and the bullet, which fell to 
the entryway’s floor. Munn said; 

Although the spent bullet, had not 
yet been examined Tuesday to de- 
termine ils caliber, Munn said lie 
thinks the bullet came from a .22- 
caliber weapon. Bullets foujkl at the 
Chamber of Commerce also were 
apparently from a .22-calibcr 
weapon. 

Munn, a Twin Fulls police officer 
for 15-years, said he doesn’t rc-^ 
member any other shooting in an 
occupied commercial building. The 
perpetrator would be charged with a 


felony count of firing into an occu- 
pied dwelling, he said. * 

Unlike the Chamber of Com- 
merce incident, no threats were 
made or notes left. A note toped to a 
door at KMVT television after the 
Chamber of Commerce shooting 
said shots were fired into the office 
of Executive Vice President J. Kent 
Just’s office. 

"Perhaps he should find another 
job, mttybe with Micron in Boise," 
police said the note read. 

Micron is considering both inci- 
dents. one of which may not have 
anything to do with Micron, as the 
actions of one person and not a re- 
flection of the whole community’s 
sentiment about the company, sajd 
Micron spokeswoman Julie Nash. • 

"It’s unfortunate that people have 
to gO to ihosc-types of behaviors,” 
Nash said, "If they-wunl-to lei us- 
knuw how they feel, write to us -or 
call us.” 

U.S. Army Sgt. DunicPJ. Cash 
said Tuesday he nitiy have heard the 


bullet penetrate the glass at about 
10 a.m. to 10:15 a.m. Tuesday as 
people in the office were moving 
furniture. 

“1 heard a pop but figured it was 
somebody moving something,” said 
Cash, who later found the bullet 
hole when he went downstairs. 

Twin Foils- Patrolman Kevin 
Davis said Tuesday’s shootjng 
could be the result of someone 
copying the Chamber of Commerce 
shooting, someone with a grievance 
.against any of the buildihg’s of- 
fices, or a random incident. 

Yet KKVI General Manager Dick 
McMahon said he thinks Tuesday's 
shooting has something to do with 
his station and Micron. A 

"The shocking thing to me about 
it is just that they were dotrtg il in 
an occupied building and during the 
-day,"suid McMahon, adding that 
KKVI^von't change its coverage of 
Micrdn. ’’Both sides' arc welcome to 
tell their side of the story. Wc’vc .

Political stalemate forces governors to compromise on welfare plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Partisan stale* 
mote kept the -nation's governors from 
speaking with one voice on welfare reform 
Tuesday ns President QJinton and House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich competed for credit 
in- the rush to shift powers, to the states. 

Wrapping up a four-day meeting, the 
National Governors’ Association adopted a pol- 
icy statement that demanded that governors be 
given wide latitude over welfare programs. \~* 
But„ foreshadowing the debate ahead in 
. Congress, governors could not agree' on this 
fundamental question: whether welfare 
should be retained as an individual entitle- 
ment guaranteeing aid to anyone who met 


the requirements, or converted into a giant 
block grant program under which states 
r would decide who gets benefits. 

, Most Republicans favor block grants, not only 
for Aid to Families with Dependent Children bin' 
for scores of other federal assistance programs, 
including food stamps and school lunches. But the 
GOP govonora could not get the required, throv 
fourths support for putting the association on 
'record as unequivocably m &vor of block grants. 

■ Instead, the policy said that, if Congress 
chooses that approach, it should set- mini- 
mum standards .foi - protecting children, 
encourage work programs and push efTorts 
to combat teen. pregnancy — and guarantee, 


level funding for five years. Beyond that, 
most decisions would be left to states. 

■ In a bow to Democrats, the policy also includ- 
ed recommendations for Congress if it preserves 
welfare ns an individual entitlement In this sce- 
nario, the governors asked that they no longer be 
required to ask for federal waivers to experiment 
with reforms., Instead, the federal government 
would set general standards and allow states to 
experiment within them without prior approval. 

Several Republicans said they agreed to that 
4 an gunge only because’ they considered if irrele- 
vant. "We’re in a block grant world," said 
Michigan Gov. John Englcr, a Republican. 

Democrats conceded the House was likely 


to endorse block grants but said. the Senate 
course was uncertain. "I absolutely think the 
jjenate is going to be a moderating'Jnflu- 
cncc," spiel Vermont Goy. Howard Dean, a 
Democrat and the association chairman. 

While the "cithcr-or” policy statement satis- 
fied no one, Dean and Wisconsin GOP Gov. 
Tommy Thompson said it would guarantee the., 
association a voice in the welfarc"debate. 

And, given the aggressive efforts by 
Republicans, Dean pronounced himself happy 
with the result. “Considering we had only 19 
people we did fine," he said of the Democrats. 

The meeting provided a colorfUl, daily dis- 
play of the new political order. Democrats for 


years have had the votes to shape the associa- 
tion’s policy, but no more; Republicans went 
from 19 to 30 governors in the November elec- 
tions. And no longer were Democrats in star- 
ring roles as the governors called on congres- 
sional I coders to brief them on policy .

Russians take war to Chechen villages 

GROZNY , Russia — Taking the war to every comer of Chechnya, 
Russian troops attacked one town with armored vehicles Tuesday and 
blasted at least two others with artillery. 

Word also emerged of savage bombing raids on mountain villages, 
in the south of the secessionist republic. A British photographer who 
returned from one remote site told of an attack on a farm in which 
Russian fighter jets killed a woman and four of Her children. 

. As the war approached the two-month mart Moscow's troops lobbed 
more artillery shells into central Grozny despite a thick fog nnd continued 
to battle outmanned Chechen fighters for full control of the ruined capital. 

.U.S. tightens security at refugee camps 

, PANAMA CITY — U.S. Army engineers and anti-riot units tight- 
ened security Tuesday at refugee camps along the Panama Canal to 
prevent escapes and violence while transferring 7,500 Cuban boat 
people to the U.S. Naval Base at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

About 1,250 U.S. troops have been flown into Panama to provide extra 
help during the daily transfer of some 500 Cubans beginning today. That's 
in addition to2,000 American troops regularly based here. 

Gen. Geoffec Crocker, commander of the joint task force overseeing 
the transfer, said Monday that “there are Himc individuals who want 
tQ.cause problems, but we arc ready for ar$ contingency.” 

Manytubans ore angry that they arc being. transferred to Guantanamo. 

New Year festivities canceled in Kobe - 

KOBE, Japan — It was supposed to have been a time for dances, 
firecrackers and wishes forthright and happy future. 

Instead, the Chinese New Yearbcgsn unceremoniously in Kobe with Korean 
and Chinese residents, like others in this Japanese city, trying to rebuild lives.

DHARMSALA, India — The Dalai Lama predicted Tuesday that a 
settlement of Tibet’s independence struggle will be possible after 
Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping dies — but not immediately. 

“It’s only a matter of time," said the exiled Tibetan leader, whose 
fellow Tibetans revere him as a reincarnated god. 

If capitalism continues its growth in China, a settlement of Tibet’s 
dispute becomes increasingly likely, he told The Associated Press. 

• “In the long run, there is a great possibility of change for the better. 
But for the time bcinSfclon’t expect much," he said. "Whoever sue* _ 
cecds leader Deng Xiaoping when he dies will carry forward his poli- 
cics at first to show the outside world they will continue."

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) 
— Dozens of Dutch hamlets became 
ghost towns Tuesday as 70,000 peo- 
ple fled'surging rivers that threat- 
ened to breach dikes and flood farm- 
lands. At least one person drowned. 

Flood waters that killed at least 26 
people in northwestern Europe earli- 
er this week began to recede. But- the ' 
flooding wasn't expected to peak 
until Wednesday in the Netherlands, 
where most lanj is below sea level. 

On Monday, about 15,000 people 
"'left low-lying farmlands of their 
own volition. On Tuesday, the evac- 
uations were mandatory: Dutch 
authorities declared a state of emer- 
gency and ordered tens of thousands 
of people out of “polders,’' farmland 
reclaimed over the centuries from 
marsh and river basins. 

An additional 100,000 people 
were oskod to leave their homes vol- 
untarily and were told that evacua- 
tions would become mandatory 
Thursday if the threat continues.

Albion lawmaker offers 
good ideas on kind rules 


When our forefathers got suffi- 
ciently fed up ro make war o^ifeir 
own king, one of their compnmits 
,;was “taxation without representa- 
•tion.”* 

• Government is subtler nowadays, 
and so arc rebels. State Rep. Jim 
.Kempton is using ideas,, not musket 
fire, to make war on a modem form 
of unrepresented taxation. 

Idaho law allows cities to employ a 
mechanism known as an “impact 
area" to control land development on 
its fringes. The reason is, a growing 
city can have its future made messy 
by construction occurring just outside 
its control. ' 

The problem with impact areas is 
that cites gain their new power at the 
• expense of outlying property owners. 
People outside city limits find their 
frccdoni restricted by officials they 
did not help elect. 

Such is the case with a canyon- 
preservation ordinance proposed by 
..the city of Twin Falls. Protecting the 
canyons is a noble goal. But the pro- 
posed method - rcgulatiomof land 
uses - turns private landowners into 
involuntary public benefactors. 

In this era of "virtual reality," such 
regulation could be called a “virtual" 
tax. And even “virtual” taxation 
should not occur without renresenta- 
tlorj, 

Kempton, R-Albion, proposes a 
■remedy: LcfWjie residents of impact 


areas vote in city elections. Another 
of his ideas goes even further. When 
government agencies consider scenic 
•zoning rules, Kempton wants them to 
compensate the owners for any lost 
property value. 

Kcmpton’s ideas, though invigorat- 
ing, pose some complications. En- 
franchising impact-area residents to 
vote in city* elections would certainly 
give these- folk the voice they de- 
serve. But would it give them too 
much? City residents pay property- 
taxes and utility fees that impact-area 
residents do not.’ City dwellers may 
rightly complain about sharing power 
with people who do not'sharc the 
cost. *■' 

The compensation idea will also 
meet opposition — from city officials 
and othcrs v sympathetic to land-We 
planning. If compensation must ac- 
company regulations, the number and 
force of the regulations will probably , 
be reduced. (Docs the idea of fewer 
regulations alarm you? It does not 
alarm us.) 

Kempton’s ideas may not get 
through the Legislature undiluted, 
but they deserve attention. As Ida- 
ho’s cities grow, land-use decisions 
will be increasingly contentious, 
and impact areas will be key areas 
of debate:- The people who-Iivc-and — 
own property there deserve better 
protection than the law gives them 
now.

San Francisco tries to cap off win 
by working to buy more talent

MIAMI ~ For their next trick, 
the San. Francisco 49ers arc promis- 
ing to pull even more financial 
strings under the NFL’s salary cap. 

In the uftermath of Sunday's 49- 
26 victory over the San Diego 
Chargers, which gave the 49crs an 
unprecedented fifth Super Bowl 
title, team president Carmen Policy 
; delivered a warning to the rest of 
the NFL. ,>>* 

Anyone who thinks the 49ers 
spent irresponsibly in free agency 
and now arc out of room to maneu- 
ver for more free ngents this year, 
better be ready to put up or shut up. 

"We have displayed a sense of 
financial responsibility that would 
shock the world if they truly knew 
• what the facts were." Policy said. 

Without giving away state 
secrets. Policy said the 49ers were 
"in the middle of the pack" in gross' 
spending mid in payments deferred 
down the road. 

"What other owners think simply 
—doesnU -matter,— Policy said. "We 
won the Super Bowl.” 

Reciting the new starters brought 
in through the frCc-agent market — 
center Bart Oates, comcrback Dciori 
"Prime Time" Sanders and line- 
'backcfStjtiTy Plummer. Kgt Norton 
Jr. und Rickey Jackson — Policy, 
^delivered an unmistakable message: 
lixpect the 49ers to be out there 
battling again. 

"I think we delivered a message 


to tbc rest of the league, very loudly 
and clearly, that we knew what we 
were doing in the frep-agent mar- 
ket,” Policy said.' 

A recent USA TODAY analysis 
of where every team stands under 
the $34. 6-million cap supports 
Policy’s claims. 

The 49crs were at S32.985.500, 
according to the report. Eijjht teams 
— the Bills, ‘Cowboys.jL’ions, 
Packers, Jets, Eagles, Scahawks and 
Redskins — were higher than the 
• 49crs. 

The Browns, who have never 
been to the Super Bowk were about 
S800.000 under the 49crs. / 

“I’d like to say that wejwssibly 
could puc this together again." 
Policy said. "But I’m not sure we 
could ever experience the special-* 
ness that this learn had, with all of 
its different characters and personal- 
ities.” 

For next season, the 49ers have 
three major players to deal with in 
contract talks — Sanders, running 
back Ricky Watters and defensive 
tackle Dana Stubblefield. 

It is believed that Sanders and 
Wallers alone will cosl ihc 49crs in 
the neighborhood of $7 million 
under the '95 cap. which assuredly 
will go up. 

The upcoming, talks with Prime 
Time should be. well, prime-time 
viewing material. ’ 

"I have no intention to play any- 
where else next year.’* Sanders said. 

In the locker room after the 


game, Policy said he was going 
to try to open the talks the next 
day. 

Said Policy, who was having a lit- 
tle fun with the gamesmanship of 
the impending negotiations: "One 
of my biggest jobs is not to let a 
rabbit get out of the hat. His name is 
Dcion. Out there in the Bay Area, 
we'll feed him well especially 
lettuce, green lettuce. That's going 
to be the secret." 

Jackson, who labored for the New 
Orleans Saints for 14 years, might 
be the best example of the strings 
pulled by Policy and his boss, 
Youngstown business magnptc 
Eddie DeBartold Jr. 

The 49crs got Jackson to agree to 
play for the minimum veteran 
salary, $162,000, with the promise 
of another S838.0OO if the 49crs 
went to the Super Bowl. 

Now Jackson has his million and 
a coveted Super Bowl ring. 

In the jubilant 49crs locker room, 
even opposing players were mar- 
veling at how DeBartolo and his 
people somehow made it all work. 

"If they picked a general manager 
for their all-time 75th anniversary 
team, it would be Eddie 
DeBartolo," said Kansas City 
Chiefs linebneker Broderick 
Thomas, a close friend of Jackson’s. 

"Just call him The Greatest, like 
Ali. He back-doored everybody to 
get all these guys here. He's got the 
money, and he spent it, and now 
.he’s reaping all the benefits."

Fan surveys 
give Miami 
mixed results 
as Super host 

MIAMI (AP) — Super Bowl 
fans were cither very happy or 
not so happy with their Miami 
experience — dcpchding on the 
survey. 

The survey groups from Miami 
and Atlanta, last year's host city, 
said their findings released ■ 
Tuesday were not influenced by 
hometown bias. 

■ Ninety-six percent of*out-of- 
town visitors felt. welcome at air- 
ports, hotels, restaurants and 
attractions, according, to the sur- 
vey organized ‘ by Barry 
University's sport management 
program-in Miami Shores. 

. “1 think Miami stands alone by 
itself as a world-class city," said 
study coordinator Kathleen 
Davis, whose work was commis- 
sioned by the NFL and host 
committee. 

In the survey by Atlanta-based' 
ConsumcrMctrics, the overall 
Super Bowl experience got a 97 
percent satisfaction rating in 
Atlanta but only 65 percent in 
. Miami. 

On 1 1 questions about satis- 
faction, Atlanta got four percent-- 
age ratings in the 90s and six in 
the 80s; while Miami got five in 
the 70s and six in the 60s, the 
research company found. 

“When you contrast that with 
Miami, 1 think a lot of little - 
things might detract from their 
Super Bowl .experience," said 
ConsumcrMctrics president 
Thet Zalcsky. "Not that there 
arc huge differences, but there’s 
work to be done here in 
Miami.” ' 

Miami’s highest rating was for 
nighttime entertainment variety . 
at 76. percent, and its lowest rat- 
ing of 61 percent was fbr hotel 
value in the ConsumcrMctrics ' 
review. 

“It seems like there’s someone 
out there always wanting to rain 
on our parade,” said Merrett 
Stierheim, president of the 
Greater Miami Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. He questioned 
the credibility of the out-of-town 
survey group. , ' 

The Barry survey- was based 
on a sampling of 200 people 
. from a total of 3,500 surveyed. 
Preliminary results from the sub- 
group has a sampling critpr of 
plus of miftus 7.5 percentage, 
points. • 

The ConsumcrMctrics survey 
was based on interviews with 
. 174 people; and results have a 
sampling error of plus or minus 
6 percentage points.

Unblinded by the Lite, beer brewing 
industry undergoes a renaissance

There used to (>c a certain order to life in 
America. If you walked into a bar and asked 
for n beer, what you got was a beer. . 

Let’s be more specific: What you got was a 
straw-colored, Amcrican-style Pilscncr, light 
in body, mild in flavor and bitterness, with 
about 3.5 percent alcohol by weight. 

No questions asked. 

Neither life nor the brewing industry is so 
simple anymore. Walk into a bar today and 
you' may prompt a countcrintcrrogation: 

• “What kind of light?" 

• "An Ice draft or a Draft Ice or a tfty Ice 
or an Artie lcc?" 

• "Lemon or lime?" 

• “Alcohol or nonalcohol'/" 

• “Of course we have Thatched Nuthatch 
Am ber Ale on t ap. But did you want a pint, a 
fialTpint, a llugon ortryard?’’ — 

In the past two decades, American beer has 
been transformed. From the stodgiest of in- 
dustries, brewing has become among the most 
wide-open and entrepreneurial. The band 
width of available flavors and styles has not 
so much widened as exploded in every con- 
ceivable direction. p . 

And the spigot of, change is flowing faster 
than ever. 

Beer Marketer’s Insights, a .respected trade 
publication, recently, concluded. that Ameri- 
cans’ beer-drinking habits underwent their 
greatest change cvcr.in the pasf three years. 
"No major shift like this happened before in 
such a shortperiod,” the magazine said. 

Well, there WAS Prohibition. Bill putting 
aside that notable exception, it would be hard 
to argue with the conclusion. 

During 1994. the major brewing companies 
introduced an estimated 60 new products — 
from the many mass-market “ice” beers to 
small, specialty products such as Coots Qkto- 
berfest Marzcn, Miller Reserve Stout and An- 
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David S. Edgar, director of the Institute for Brewing Studies In^Boulder, Colo., 
estimates about 2,800 different beer labels exist on the domestic market now.

Clinton 
trims aid 
for Mexico

WASHINGTON — Facing un- 
yielding opposition in Congress, 
President Clinton scrapped a. $40 
billion rescue plan for Mexico 
Tuesday and hurriedly assembled 
a substitute package combining 
U.S. money with international 
aid. 

"Wc cannot risk further delay," 
Clinton said. 

The end ran around Congress 
was a gamble for Clinton, draw- 
ing on money that usually would 
be used to defend the value of the 
U.S. dollar. It also means he 
-'shoulders all the political risk of 
supporting Mexico’s nosediving 
peso rather than sharing it with 
Congress. . 

“This is in the interest of Amer- 
ica, contrary to what some have 
said,” Clinton asserted, answering 
criticism that his proposals 
amount to u bailout for U.S. 
batiks and Wall Street investors 
with millions tied up in Mexican, 
bonds. 

The new plan offers direct 
loans of up to $20 billion from , 
Washington — and 527.8 billion 
from international agencies -r- to 
help Mexico through iw econom- 
ic crisis. It replaces a proposed 
$40 billion loan guarantee pro^' 
gram that would have made the 
United States, in effect, a co-sign- 
er for Mexico’s borrowing.

and the growth of darker, fuller-bod- 
ied beers, the best-selling category of' 
beer is light beer, which is becoming 
more popular all the time. 

The fastest growing bcjjr style? Ice 
beer, a relatively light-fluvored (but 
high-ulcohol) brew that came out of 
nowhere in 1994 to claim about 5 
percent of the. market — about five 
times os much as the entire micro- 
brewery industry. 

"We’ve not seen this kind of thing ’ 
happen in the U.S. betr market — 
ever," said Richard Lnllcy, director 
of new business development for 
Miller, which is so enamored of the 
new style that it sells no fewer than 
three jee beers. 

American beer used to be broken 
down into three categories: popular, 
premium and superpremium. These 
were price categories, and all re- 
ferred to light-bodied' lagers, some 
lighter than others. 

True, there were some unconven- 
tional regional products like Rainier 
Ale. Anchor SJteom Beer and 
Yuengling Porter, but their sales 
were so minuscule ns to make them 
little more than oddities on the na- • 
ttonafbrcwtng scene. 

The entire Anheuser-Busch prod- 
uct line for many years consisted of * 
Busch Bavarian (popular-price), 
Budweiscr (premium) and Michclob 
(superpromium). Coors’ entire prod- 
uct line consisted of Coors beef. 

"It was an attitude of, ’If God had 
.wanted us to pave a new product, 
great-grandfather, would have intro- , 
duccd it observed Robert Wein- 
berg. a former Anheuser-Busch vice 
president who is now an influential 
consultant to the brewing industry. 

It took a cigarette company — 
Philip Morris — and a diet drink — 
Miller Lite — to. change all that. 

In a two-step process spanning ' 
1969 and 1970, Philip Morris bought 


up Miller Brewing ami proceeded to 
shake the brewing industry to the 
foundations of its coppcr-clad kettles. 

“Brewers did not begin to realize 
that beer was a product to be market- 
ed until Philip-Morris bought into 
Miller," Weinberg said. 

Under the oversight of Philip Mor- 
ris. Miller brought out Miller Lite in 
1973. It was not the first low-caloric 
beer on the market, but it was the 
first to succeed, largely because of 
Mhc way Miller promoted it: not as a 
diet drink, which was the original 
idea, but as something that was less 
filling — hence, easier to drink — 
than regular beer. 

“And that," says Weinberg, "was 
the beginning of new products as a 
competitive instrument in the beer 
industry." 

Last year, a milestone of sorts was 
reached in the brewing industry, ac- 
cording to Weinberg. For the first 
time, "new" products — that is, . 
products introduced since 1973 — 
outsold "traditional" products intro- 
duced B.M.L (Before Miller Lite). 

When it comes to the sheer num- 
ber of beers ori the market, the 
. change in the past 20 years i s breath- 
" faking! ” 

By the early 1970s, the number of 
' beers made in the United States had 
dwindled to perhaps 200 to 300, ac- 
cording to David Edgar, director of 
the Institute for Brewing Studies in 
Boulder, Colo. Most of them were 
barely distinguishable from the oth- 
ers. 

. This year, Edgar estimates 'there 
are about 2,800 different beer labels 
on the market. The range of styles 
could hardly" be wider. Pumpkin 
"beer? Buffalo Bill's Pumpkin Ale. 
Apricot beer? A new offering from 
Hart Brewing. Beer that -taster like 
port wine? Samuel Adams Triple 
' Bock. Beer that tastes like a citrus 
soft drink? Zima, from Coors. 


Most of these arc made by small 
microbrewers and brewpubs — 
known in-thc industry as "craft” 
brewers, Twenty years ago, Anchor 
Brewing of San Francisco was pretty 
much alone in this segment of the 
market. Nbw it has hundreds of com- 
petitors.'And if their production is 
still tiny compared to that of the ma- 
jor brewers,- it is growing at a faster 
rate. 

"We can't help but feel good that 
the tide is coming in our direction," 
said Fritz Maytag, Anchor's owner. 
"For the moment, we're surfing on 
the wave."' 

Maytag doesn't see the craft beer 
movement somehow elbowing Bud- 
weiser and Miller Lite out of the - 
market (or bar). Rather, he sees it os 
an integral part of the refining of the 
American palate — the same 
gourmet evolution that has enlivened 
the wine and coffee industries, to 
name two examples. 

It appears to be where a good part 
of the fun is for the big brewers as 
well. In the past two years, they have 
been falling all over themselves to 
get microbrew-wannabc beers on the 
market. 

The big question is: Why? 

Few people believe the major 
brewers, who are geared to megapro- 
duction, can make money on bou- 
tique beers, 

“Hmmm," said £rcg Head of 
Coors, when risked why his brewery 
was devoting itself to the likes oP 
Marzen, Woizenbier, Eisbock and 
Winterfest, its four seasonal specialty 
beers. 

His answer Coors can increase its.’ 
overall volume by expanding its mar- 
ket. it can be seen as a leader in the 
industry, and it gives Coors’ brewers 
a chance to showcase their talents. 

Finally, he said, if American tastes 
do change in a big way; Coors will 
be poised to capitalize on the trend.

.The increase, the smallcsUcvcr 
recorded sinci the Labor Depart- 
rWrnt's employment cost index be- 
gan tracking pay and benefits in 
1980, was down from 3.5 percent

dex is widely regarded as the best 
available measure of the change of 
employers' labor costs: , 

Analysts said they were surprised 
the quarterly index has not increased 
• more rapidly now that unemploy- 
ment is down to 5.4 percent, a level 
many economists regard as low 
enough for competition for workers 
to begin pushing pay up. 

The index’s benign showing indi- 
cates ihqt labor-cost increases, which 
arc a major factor in determining the 
nation’s inflation rate, arc still con- 
sistent with, an inflation rate of less 
than 3 percent, analysts said. Con- 
sumer prices rose 2.7 percent in 
1993 and 1994.

Don’t let impermeable coverings 
foil the wallpaper removal effort 


Q. Somo walls of my house 
have foil wallpaper that I want 
to remove, I don f t think a chcm- 
' ical remover or water will pene- 
trate it to ease removal. Any 
suggestions? — J. Schultz, 

A. Foil, vinyl and other im- 
permeable wall coverings can 
• generally be removed if they arc 
perforated so that a chemical re- 
mover or jvater will penetrate 
and soften the adhesive. Perfo- 
ration also speeds romoval of 
painted wall coverings. 

... . Some wallpaper-supply stores 
sell a special perforating tool 
called a Paper Tiger. Tn&Hool, 
which has rollers with many 
pointed teeth, is passed repeat- 
edly over the wall surface so the 
points penetrate the wall cover- 
ing. If the tool is used properly,' 
the teeth will not harm the plas- 
ter or dry wall that form the un- 
derlying surface of the wall. 

After thoroughly perforating 
the wall covering, apply a 
- chemical wallpaper remover. 
One popular brand sold- at many - 
wallpaper stores and home cen- 
ters is Dif. Dif, which contains 
enzymes that destroy the paste, 
is normally applied with a gar- 
den-type 'sprayer. 

When the paste is softened, it 
is usually easy to scrape and 
peel off the wall covering. Use a 
blunt scrapct on dry wall to 
avoid gouging the dry wall sur- 
face. A sharp scraper can be 
used on plaster walls. 

Q. Wc have been trying to lo- 
cated materials to give an “an- 
tiqued" finish to furniture, but 
have been unsuccessful. Can 
you help? — A. OBtrum 

A. Antiquing, which was very 
popular several decades ago, ap- 
pears to be having a small 
comeback, but materials are still 
hard to find. Kits with ail the 
needed materials were once 
available at almost every paint 
store, hardware store and home 
center. 

Basically, this is a two-part 
finish that starts with a dolorcd 
or white base coat. A dark glaze 
_coat is_thcn_opp.licd_tO-giy.cjhc_ 
finish an old or used appear- 
ance. Much of the glaze ’coat is 
usqally wiped off. A third, pro- 
tective coat ‘of clear finish is 
‘ sometimes applied. 

Antiquing materials arc cur- 
— rcntly made by Unitcd Gilsonitc - 
Laboratories in Scrantoh.:and 
arc sold under thd- brand name 
ZAR Country 'Classics. To get 
the name of a dealer near you, 
call UGL at 800-845-5227.- 
t UGL also has a brochure ex- 
plaining how to apply an an- 
tiqued finish. 

Q. The vinyl siding on our 
house has some stains that I’ve

been unablo to rtmoVo. Can you 
help? — L. McKenna 

A. The following solution is 
recommended by the Vinyl Sid- 
ing Institute, a trade group, for 
removing stubborn dirt and 
grime fjom vinyl siding: 1/3 cup 
powdered detergent (Tide, Fab) 
and 2/3 cup household cleaner 
(Soilax, Spic &f Span) in a gal- 
Ibn of water. 

If the solution doesn’t work, 
try rubbing the stains with a 
cloth moistened .with lacquer 
thinner, sold at' paint stores. 
Rinse with water. 

Q. We had a fuel-oil spill that 
seeped into the foundation of 
our garage and play room. 
Months later, the oil still has a 
very disagreeable odor. Wc tried 
scrubbing it with detergent, but 
it didn’t help. Any ideas? — 
E.P. 

A. Try scrubbing tl^e area of 
the spill with vinegar, and also 
place, a saucer or open pan con- 
taining vinegar near the spill to 
help absorb the odor. 

If vinegar doesn’t work, try a 
special fuel-oil deodorizer. 
These are sold in spray and 
powder form by some heating- 
supply dealers. Your fuel-oil 
dealer can probably refer you to 
a source of deodorizer. 

Often-asked question: Wc 
have very squealer floors, with 
no access from underneath. We 
are going to replace the carpet- 
ing soon. Is there any way to 
stop the squeaks before the new 
carpet goes down? 

A: You can, probably stop 
some or all of the squeaking by 
repairing the bare floor after the 
old carpet is taken up. Walk 
over the floor and mark squeak- 
ing areas with a piece of chalk, 
then try and identify what is 

.causing thc.squcaks. 

■ Usually, squeaking is caused 
by loose floor boards that, when 
stepped on, move slightly and ■ 
rub against each other or rub 
against the naHtf that hold them. , 
Rcnail (or better, -screw down) 
any boards- in-which movement - 
is detected. Use special flooring 
noils with ringed shanks for ex- 
tra grip, or decking screws.

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As winter 
rests, work 
in the dirt 
for spring 

Wc’rc having an epidemic 
of spring fever, a contagious 
disease among those who 
like to get their. fingernails 
dirty and smell th«e warm 
earth as it turns under their 
shovels. The Centers for 
Disease Control probably 
won’t concern themselves, 
with this disease, ’ since 
everyone knows there is no 
cure except trite spring. 

False spring, with its 
unseasonably warm temper- 
atures and bright sunny 
days, takes bur minds off 
our taxes and into the gar- 
den. The symptoms of 
spring fever arc best treated 
with a walk in ffi c yard. 
Observe what's going on out 
there, . 



• How’s the shape of the 
friih trees? Now is the best 
time to prune them. 
Remember to prune back to 
a crotch; never leave stubs. 
Don't seal the cuts with any- 
thing. Pick up all your cut- 
tings, and rake underneath. 
Leaves and siich left on the 
grass will kill the grass for 
lack of light and air. 

• Think about having the 
soil tested this year. Most 
extension offices can help. If 
you know the type and alka- 
linity level of your soil, 
you’ll have a better idea 
how much/whether to amend 
it. 

— •-Stay-off soggy areas. 
Keep to the paths when the 
Soil is wet and soggy. If you 
don’t, you’ll get more than 
muddy shoes. You’ll also 
cause compacted soils. The 
weig ht of your footfall 
squishes out air as weir as 
water, leaving something 
similar to concrete, which 
grows plants just about as 
well. 

• Don't get too anxious to 

apply dormant oil. If it- freezes, 
it can injure plants, especially 
evergreeps. Wait until fruit 
trees are showing buds just 
about ready to open. Other trees 
and, shrubs can be sprayed 
while still dormant, but the tem- 
peratures must be above frccz- 
ing. ' " . 

• Fertilize trees and 
shrubs in early spring before 
new growth begins. If 
you're too early with'thc'fer” 
tilizer, npt to worry. It' will 
wait until temperatures 
warm up. 

• Wait until April or so to 
fertilizer the lawn. We don’t 
want to cau$c_top growth too 
early while root growth is so 
slow. 

• When the soil is dry 
enough to crumble in your 
hands, you cijn plant bare- 
root roses, other shrubs and 
fruit trees. 

• Wait until the. soil shows 
it & workable to add manure 
and compost. Then it should 
sit and percolate to leach out 
salts and ammonia.

Efficient dryer vent cover allows 
you to keep the outdoors outside 


No time like the present to prepare 
soil for the garden planting season 


Qt The clothe* dryer outdoor vent 
flapper sticks open sometimes. It 
gets chilly ne*r the dryer and in tho 
■ SMjunur, mosquitoes get indoors 
:■ thnmgh-itrWhat is the best scaling, 
most efficient vent cover? - T. S. 

A: Many hon^es have similar 
problems, but the homeowners 
-never realize that the source of 
drafts, bugs, pollen, molds, etc. is 
from a leaky dryer vent. In my own 
hoihe, a mouse crawled indoors 
through a leaky flapper. 

A leaky dryer vent’ cover wastes 
energy dollars year-round. In the 
winter, a chilly draft often forces- 
you to set- your furnace thermostat a 
little higher for comfort. This pro- 
duces a double energy loss. In the 
summer, you may not feel the draft, 
but humidity leaks in and reduces 
comfort.

It is sometimes difficult to deter- 
mine if your .vent flapper is always 
closing properly. When it is warm 
immediately after the' dryer stops, it 
may .get stuck open until it cools off 
and the materials control. 

Just a fine layer of lint near the 
hinge area can keep it from closing 
properly. In the winter, this lint 
absorbs moisture. When the dryer 
shuts, off, the damp lint can freeze 
solid and hold it open. Afterench 
use, go outdoors and quickly wipe 
off any link 

1 installed a slightly more expen- 
sive vent cover design (about S13 at 
hardware stores) that uses a “float- 
ing cap”- seal. A round cap, inside 
the vent, slides up and opens when 
the drj-er is on and blows against it. 

When the dryer shuts off, the cap 
slides back dovVn and seals tightly 
over the end of the vent outlet. It is 
made of smooth plastic to eliminate 
• lint buildup and the exterior shell is 
paintable tofnatch your house! 

Another simple option is to install 
an indoor draft blocker. It mounts in 
the duct between the dryer and the 
wall. It has built-in one-way only 
louvers 

If you ever need to run a humidi- 
fier in your home, try venting your 
electric dryer indoors occasionally. 
This really cuts your utility bills. 

' One do-it-yourself indoor vent kit 
ducts the f dryer air. into a small water 
-roservoir-and through. a .filter to 
remove lint. Another design is 
indoor/outdoor switchablc. By mov- 
ing a lever, the warm moist dryer air

fecess. Several more weeks must pass 
before peas apd lettuce may be planted 
safely, and tomato-time is months 
away. 

But if it's recess, we might still play. 

In the dirt ... I mean, the soiL 

That may sound uninviting for a 
• cold, damp winter day, but it can be 
quite pleasant on one of the wanner, 
drier days that roll around . 

And it will get you ahead of the 
planting Season, which begins about 
mid-February. You’ll have a plot 
ready for seeds and young transplants. 

Many people- prepare their beds in 
the foil, which gives the ground plenty 
of time to settle and mellow to excel- 
lent constituency. Spring preparation is 
OK, too, but spring is rushed, often 
with more chores to do than a weekend 
allows. You should wait at least two 
days after a light rain and three days 
after n serious wetting to dig. Then pick 
up a handful of soil, squeeze it tightly 
and open your hand. The soil should be 


crumbly, not remain in a right ball. 

Regardless of the time you choose 
— fall, midwinter orspring •— 
process of preparing your garden bed is 
the same. . 

It starts with basic decisions about- 
location and size, follows va> with some 
serious digging arid is finished by 
amending the soil with heaps of organ- ' , 
ic matter that will make tho soil lighter, i 
more loose and spongy. ' [ 

. A typical bed should go in a sunny, , 
well-drained pajt of your property, on . 
the high side of a' slope and well away ( 
from the shade and roots of large trees i 
and hedgerows. And don’t think the 
garden must be in the back yard. I have . 
seen lovely flower and vegetable beds 
or combinations in front and sidtyards. 

Once you pick your Ideation, decide 
on the size, and here, small is not only 
- good, but useful. If there’s one error 
new gardeners make, it’s digging up 
the whole yard and planting everything 
from asparagus to zucchini.

“What better vegetarian -food is 
there than that of India?” asks 
Neelam Batra. “Indians con cook 
vegetarian every day. of the year and 
not have to repeat a recipe." 

This Santa Monica, Calif.-based 
author and cooking teacher is loyal 
to her native cuisine — find with 
good reason, having just written 
“The Indian Vegetarian" 
(Macmillan, $25) for those who 
want to incorporate new flavors jn -- 
their own meatless cooking. The 
book is subtitled "Flavors for the 
American Kitchen.” 

“I’m not aiming at the Indian mar- 
ket,” says Batra. “They know what 
to do.” . 

Batra includes fusion recipes such 
os “paneer” cheese fajitas (paneer is 
Indian-stylc homemade cheese), 
raita with avocado and toasted sliv- 
ered almonds, and ppsidc-dotyp j}aS- 
mati ripc.cakc with'cp'spygiDgcr and 
onion. She suggests that certain 
sauces be served over pasta. It’s a 
liberal approach (hat grew out of 
comments from her students and 
from her own experiments with the 
produce she buys each week at the ■ 
local farmers market.' 

Batra fills her cloth shopping bags 
with .green and yellow zucchini, let- 
■ tucc, carrots, sugar snap peas, cauli- 
flower, Asian pears, cilantro and 
whatever else is in prime shape, then , 
incorporates these into Indian-style 
dishes. 

Bom in New Delhi, Batra moved 
to Los Angeles with her husband 21 
years ago. At that time, Indian 
restaurants were rare in this city. 
Although she had never formally 
studied cooking, -Batra had watched 
the preparation of dishes at home. 
Her mother had insisted on it. 

“1 tried-to recapture all my memo- 
ries and started cooking," she says. 
She did it so well that a friend sug- 
gested she teach. 

Bntra hopes to perk' up the stan- 
dard American “light" diet (which 


vegetables) with nutritious, flavorful 
legumes, breads and “paneer” dish- 
es. 

In Indii), “paneer” is a plain, white 
cheese, but Batra has come up with 
innovative herb and spice-flavored 
variations. She uses basil-flavored

calls it "today’s guilt-free cheese." 

Pistachios and almonds add rich 
taste to this unusual version of 
spinach salad.

I am not a baker, and a baker 1 
will never be. 

This has. to a matter of nurture 
rather than nature. Though my 
mother was not a kitchcA-type 
person, as much as she was any 
kind of a cook she was a baker, 
and l grew up around snicker- 
doodles and chocolate chips. 
Grandma Smith’s hickory nut 
coke and "julckakc," and the 
occasional loaf of homemade 
white bread. 

Even so, when I seriously 
began learning to cook, I lived at 
almost 6,000 feet above sea 
level. At that lofty clime, baking 
is not for the faint-hearted. That 
is the land of “decrease amount 
of baking powder by one-third at 
3,500 feet, by onc-half at 5,000 
feet and by two^thirds above 
5,000 feet ... raise the oven tem- 
perature by 25 degrees ... do not 
bent eggs quite os much ns 
usunl.’^You get the picture. . 

Even then, •there’s no guaran- 
tee things will work out. I vivid- 
ly remember making a half- 
dozen heavicr-than-lcad spice 
cakes in one day before finally 
_ deciding-the whole thing was 
‘just one big “pain” in the 
“cpicc.” 

That’s not to suggest that my 
non-buker status is strictly a 
matter of atmospheric pressure. . 
More to the heart of the situa- 
tion. I believe I am constitution- 
ally unfit tor baking. Bakers arc 
recipe followers, the good sol- 
diers of cooking. If you sec a 
recipe that takes three pages of 
instructions to use five ingredi- 
ents, you can bet il’s- a cake. 
Bakers like instructions, the 
more detailed the better, Tell 
them exactly what to do uqd- 
they’ll obey without question. 1 
think there’s a certnin security in 
this — if things don't work out, 
they can claim they were only 
following orders.

breaking it down, figuring how 
to change it, altering the proce- 
dures and ingredients in my head 
to come up with just the result 
that pleases me.

Get rid of boxed brownies in favor of homemade ones

Brownies arc easy to make. Just buy a mix and stir 
it up: A few minutes in the oven and what do you 
have? Just some average chocolate squares that sort 
of lie there in the pan. You can do better than that. 

You can make brownies from scratch that will sit 
up and baiic They may take a little more time, but 
they cost about one third less and have a better fla- 
vor than the mix. 

The following recipe was devised for a training 
class for Indiana high school home economics 
instructors. Besides producing great-tasting brown- 
ies, it illustrates why ingredients for homemade 


brownies are superior to those, in the mixes, espe- 
cially if you read the labels. The recipe comes from 
Steven D. Kcneipp, owner of the Classic Kitchen 
restaurant in Noblesville, Ind. . 

CLASSIC DOUBLE CHOCOLATE BROWNIES 
> 6 tablespoons linsalted butter (or if using salted 
butter omit salt later in recipe) Yi cup good-quality
